No 
provision  of  this  regulation  shall  under 
any  circumstances  justify  or  be  construed 
to  permit  noncompliance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  any  other  Federal  law  or  of 
any  State  law  or  municipal  ordinance  es¬ 
tablishing  higher  standards  than  those 
established  under  this  regulation.

Any  person  wishing  a  revision  of  any  of 
the  terms  of  the  foregoing  regulation  ap¬ 
plicable  to  certificates  of  age  may  submit 
in  writing  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  a 
petition  setting  forth  the  changes  de¬ 
sired  and  the  reasons  for  proposing  them. 
If,  after  consideration  of  the  petition, 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  believes  that 
reasonable  cause  for  amendment  of  the 
regulation  is  set  forth,  he  shall  either 
schedule  a  hearing,  with  due  notice  to 


interested  parties,  or  shall  make  other 
provision  for  affording  interested  parties 
an  opportunity  to  present  their  views, 
both  in  support  and  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  changes.
